Y the floop Nancy, Capt. Clay, in 25 deys 
from Leogane, we learn, that the Fregich 
were in confiderable force before Port-au-Priice, 
and kept up aconitant and heavy cannonade apon 
the place: they fay that the betiegers were -very 
defperate and would in all probability foon <arry 
the town. : 
Capt. Miller, of the brig Eliza, arrived from 
St. Croix on Thurfday evening, and left there 
1sth of April, informs us that a veffel had arriv- 
ed at that ifland, two days previous to his failing, 
which has brought intelligence of the arrival of 
the long expecied Britifh fleet—confilting of 2 
fail of the line, a 50 gun hhip, feveral frigates, 
and 300 fail of tranfports and merchant veilels— 
on board of which were 6000 troops. 

Captaia Miller had perafed a Barbadoes pa- 
per, in which the arrival of the fleet was men- 
tioned, and its force particularly fated. 

The thip adventure, Capt. Robinfon, which 
arrived here on Thurfday evening, fpoke the 
fhip Sally, Capt.Seth Stoter, belonging to Port- 
land, in long. 39. 30. bound to Bordeaux, ort 
11 days, all well. 

Schr. Sally, arrived yefterday from Aux-Cay@, 
the mate informs that Matiterton, (late maiteg) 
jumped overboard and drowned himielf ab@it 
20 days apo. 





Franxrort, February 3. . 

The Mentz Gazctte ftates, that the King of 
Proffia has propofed to the French an armiiltic for 
all the combined powers; and that, if this pro- 
polition fhould not be acceeded to, his miyelty 
has offered to negociate a feparate peace for Prul- 
fia and the Empire. The batis of this peace with 
relation to the Empire, to be as follows; That 
France is to have for her boundaries La Queich 
and isto recompence thofe of the Princesyof 
the Empire by moncy who have fuffcred by diftva- 
ion. i thefe propofitions were not accepsed in 
a very fhort fpace, his Pruflian majeity would 
then employ every means in his power to procure 
peace for the Empire. This account adds, that 
Merlin of Thionville was 6 thefe propo- 
fals to Paris ; and was, atthe e, to take 
meai{ures to prevent the J throwing 
obftacles in the way of peage, © 

If this news is found@dy thef@-is reafon to 
think that the propofitions haWe not been reject- 
ed; Merlin was at Paris on the isth ult. and on 
the 23d the Count Goltz opened confereuces at 
Bafle with M. Barthelemy, after the return of M. 
Harnier, the Praflian Secretary of l.egation, who 
fet off for Paris at the fame time with Merlin of 
Thionville, and fpent the 25th at Heidelberg, 
from whence he has proceeded fg Berlin.

A difpatch, dated Ofmabargh, February 
1°95, of which the following 1s an extract, h 
been received by his royal highnefs the Duke of 
York, from the hon. licut.-general Harcourt, 
and communicated by his royal highnets to the 
right hon. Henry Dundas, one of hi : 
principal fecretarics of itate. 

I lofe no time in acquainting your royal high- 
nefs, that on the 24th init. the enemy advanced 
in force upon the poits of Nienhuys and Vel 
thuys, which were under the command of Lieut. 
Col. Strutt, and occupied by the loyal emigrants, 
and a detachment of Rohan and Bouille’s corps. 
Thefe troops after the moft gallant refitence, 
were forced, with the lofs of about 100 men kil 
led and wounded, to fall back upon Northor, and 
the French occupied thote two poils in fome force. 
They alfo furprifed a fmall picquet of Salm and 
Hompefch Huffars in Oldenfuul, which they oc- 
cupy, but were rapulied, when advancing on 
this fide of that place. Liuet. Gen. Abercrom- 
by, who commands at Bentheim, &c_ intended 
to attack and reoccupy the potts of Nienhuys. 
and Velthuys. ‘This meafure was, however, 
rendeced unneceflury by the retreatof the l'cench, 
who left all thofe poits on the 26th directing their 
march towards Hardenhurgh, and Licnt. Col. 
Strutt immediately re-ocbupied them. 

The latt reports we have received ftate, that 
the enemy arc precipitately marching their troops 
from Hardenberg and Groeningen towards Zwall, 
amd that they have even evacuated Covoerden, 
taking with them the ammunition and part of the 
cannon from that place.
